PUBLIC HEALTH ENVIRONMENT IN THE ARBA 


(1) Water Supply 


Nine out of a total of eleven parishes in the area have a public 
water supply. Routine samples both for Bacteriological and Chemical 
examination are taken at frequent intervals during the year by the Public 
Health Inspector and Surveyor and the results of the samples so taken are 
set out in his report. 


The West Somerset Water Board are the Statutory Undertakers for all 
public water supplies in hhe area of the Dulverton Rural District. 


(2) Drainage and Sewerage 


Three sewerage schemes provided by the Authorrty serve Dulverton, Brush 
ford and Exford. The disposal works at Dulverton however appear to be 
working to full capacity and it is noted the Council have already given 
instructions for this matter to be investigated. It is to be hoped the 
scheme approved for Winsford will be commenced duting 1966 and thus allow 
existing unsatisfactory arrangements and outfalls in the village 6 be 
dispensed with. 


The scheme now being prepared by the Council's Consulting Engineers 
for Bridgetown should if approved and carried out allow a number of 
unsatisfactory drainage arrangements to be dispensed withe 


(3) Rivers and Stream Pollution 
The pollution of rivers and streams is dealt with mainly by the Devon 


River Authority. 


(4) Closet Accomodation 


Numerous improvements were made to scattered cottages throughout the 
district and every encouragement is given in this respect. 


(5) Schools 


All schools within the area have flush lavatories although in many cases 
these are contained in very old buildings romoved . from the main school 
building and fall far short of modern standards. 


The majority of schools have kitchens attached where school meals 
are prepared and these premises are inspected from time to time by the 
Public Health Inspector to ensure compliance with the Food Hygiene 
Regulations. 


(6) Public Cleansing

PREFACE 


Mr Chairman, Ladies and Gentlemen. 


I present herewith my Annual report upon the work of the Public Health 
Department during 1965 as required by statute. The report contains 
information as required to be given by Ministry of Health Circular 1/66 and 
certain statistics are included. 


The text and accompanying details in each section reveal some of the 
varied and multifarious nature of the duties which are performed, all of 
which however are concerned in the maintenance and improvement of 
environenental hygiene of the area. 


A prelininary survey of dwelling houses under the Housing Act 1964 was 
commenced mainly to bring records up to date and to ascertain the number of 
properties still without modern amenities, due to presemre of other works 
however the survey was only about two-thirds complete by the end of the year. 
Enforcementt of the Offices and Shops Act 1963 occupied a considerable amount 
of time not only in the inspections involved but in compilation of returns 
and statistius for Government Departments. 


In conclusion may I again express my thanks tothe Chairman of the Council, 
the Chairman of Committees and all members of the Council for their continued 
support. May I also thank the Clerk of the Council and his staff, the Medical 


Officer of Health and all other officers and the staff of my own department 
for the co-operation and assistance throughout the year.

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(a) Council Houses 


Work commenced during 1964 on the construction of 24, two bedroomed type 
bungalows at Pixton Way, Dulverton progressed satisfactorily during the, 
year and at the 31st December 13 dwellings had been occupied. With the 
completion of the whole of this development the Council will then om 
249 dwellings, approximately 16% of all dwellings within the district. 


A scheme to erect eight bungalows on a site at Brushford was prepared 
during the year by the Council's Architects and tenders were expected to 
be invited early in 1966. 


A further 26 pre-war type Council Houses were improved during the 
early part of the year thus completing the Council's programme of pro- 
viding their older type Council Houses with hot water systems, wash hand 
basins and modern amenities. 


(b) Private Housing and Action under Housing Acts. 


Eleven private dwellings were erected during the year and a further 
seven were in course of erection at the end of December. The number 
erected exceeds by one that of the previous year which was stated to have 
been the highest recorded for at least 10 years, 


The total number of houses erected in the District from lst April 1945 
to 31st December 1964 is as follows:—

Private Dwellings 82 
Three houses within the district were found to be overcrowded. 


Appropriate action was taken and two of the three cases had been abated 
before the end of the year. 


Time and Place Notices under the Housing Acts were served in reppect 
of a total of 5 houses in the parishes of Exton, Dulverton and Winsford. 
Undertakings under the Act that Houses would not again be occupied until 
such tine as they were made fit to the satisfaction of the Council were 
accepted from owners in reppect of 5 properties.

MOVEABLE DWELLINGS 


At the request of the County Planning Authority a survey of all known 
Caravan and camping sites was made during the month of August. The report gave 
details of 16 different sites the majority of which were used for the siting 
of one caravaneonly or were used by itinerant campers for only one or two 
nights. As a result of the survey four new licences were issued under the 
Caravan Sites and Control of Development Act bringing the total b6 6. Each 
of the new sites licences was in respect of one caravan only. 


Apart from the site at the rear of Exmoor House, Tulverton, leased by the 
Council to the Caravan Club there are no other officially recogmised sites for 
tourists caravans in the district. The site at Exmoor House was aga2n well 
managed by a resident warden and was constantly in use during the season. 


WATER SUPPLIES 


(a) Public Supplies 

The statutory water undertakers for the area are the West Somerset Water 
Board who provide supplies to all villages with lhhe exception of Simonsbath 
Uptow and Exton. A few properties at Oldwagg Ind are supplied by the North 
Devon Water Board. 


Regular sampling of all main supplies was carried out during the year 
by this department, samples being submitted to both the West Somerset Water 
Board Chemist and the Public Health Laboratory. Results obtained are indicated

Fewer samples were taken during the year than in previous yearse Of the 
samples found unsatisfactory the majority fell only just short of the high 
standard required for a public supply and dows not necessarxyly indicate gross 
contaminations 


No complaints of shortages were received and it is understood the board 
met all demands. Be DI 
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A mains extension to serve the Barle Corner area of Dulverton was 
completed during the year. 


In addition to the samples taken and submitted for Baeteriological 
eXamination samples were also taken from each supply for chemical examination, 
results obtained are set out in the Appendix to this report. 


(b) Private Supplies 


Twenty samples were taken from private water supplies during the year, 
only 6 of which were satisfactory. Further action was taken in connection 
with an unsatisfactory supply. serving a number of properties on an estate at 
Exebridge and as a result a coniprehensive scheme for providing an alternative 
supply was prepared. 


SEWERAGE AND _ DRAINAGE 


Sewerage systems with disposal works serving Brushford, Dulverton & Exford 
were maintained by the direct labour force, pumping out of humus tanks being 
let to contract. Cesspools and septic tanks serving various groups of properties 
at Oldways End, Brompton Regis, and Dulverton were also maintained by the Coun- 
cil in addition to numerous installations serving small groups of Council 
Houses. 


Samples of effluent taken from the Dulverton Sewage Works could not be 
regarded as being entirely satisfactory due undoubtedly to the fact these works 
are and have for some time past been working far beyond their designed 
Capacity, a situation further aggravated by the connection of a further 24 
dwellings at Pixton Way. The pumping arrangement at these works must also 
be regarded as far from satisfactory and it is earnestly hoped the report 
which the Council have asked the Consulting Engineers to make upon the adequacy 
of these works will be forthcoming at an early date. 


Further progress was made during the year in connection with the 
preparation of tender documents for the proposed Sewerage scheme to serve the 
Village of Winsford and a start on this scheme should be made during the 
summer of 1966. 


4 scheme originally prepared to serve both Bridgetown and Exton was 
abandoned during the year on the grounds of cost relationship between the 
scheme and the number of properties to be served being too high. Instructions 
were subsequently given to Consulting Engineers to prepare an amended scheme 
to serve Bridgetown only. 


At a date in the not too far distant future the Council may have to give 
consideration to the provision of some form of sewerage system to serve the 
Villages of Withypool and Huish Champflower. The existing arrangements at 
Brompton Regis will also require attention at some future date. 


COMMON LODGING HOUSES 


There are no registered Common Lodging Houses within the area. 
REFUSE COLLECTIONS 


Regular collections of house refuse were made from the majority of 
premises within the district. No charges were made for the collection of trade 
refuse which is collected together with household refuse. Frequency of 
collection varied from once weekly at Dulverton, Brushford, Exford, Winsford 
and Bridgetown, to once every four weeks at Hawkridge, Oldways End, Upton, 
Skilgate and Huish Champflower. 
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Whilst no records are kept and no figures are available there is no doubt 
the tonnage of refuse now collected is several times of that of even ten years 
ago. The entire service is still operated by three regular employees augmented 
only on one day per week by one mane. It is anticipated however that in view 
of the increased amounts of refuse now being dealt with due in no small measure 
to the extensions which have been made to this service during the past ten 
years the regular labour force will have to be increased to four at an early 
date. 


Atip at Oldways End used for approximately 12 years for the disposal of 
ashes and glass became full during the year and after levelling was handed 
back to the owner. A new tip in close proximity to the old one was found and 
was brought into use. 


The 10c. yd side loading Karrier Refuse vehicle purchased in 1957 
continued to give good service throughout the year with only routine repairs 
and maintenance having to be carried out. With an "economic" life of 
approximately 10 years however a new lorry will require to be purchased in 
approximately 12 months, mt is recommended this should be of the rear loading 
type and of an increased capacity. 


The following schedule of annual mileages covered by the vehicle 
indicates the degree to which this service has been extended during recent

The vehicle averaged 14.2 miles per gallon of diesel fuel as compared 
with an average off 14.0 m.p.g. over the previous two yearse 


Practically no complaints were received in connection with the operation 
of this servive which reflects great credit upon the employees engaged in 
this department. 


Daily sweeping of the streets of Dulverton was continued during the 
year and a contribution towards this service was received fonm the Highway 
Authority. 


The arrangements whereby litter baskets were provided and emptied at 
various points in the Exmoor National Park area was continued and the costs 
recharged to the Somerset County Council. Experiments made with a new type 
of litter basket consisting of an outer wire mesh container with an inner 
paper sack with a metal hinged lid proved extremely satisfactory and have now 
on recommendations made by the Council been accepted as a standard type of 
container for use throughout the Exmoor National Park Area.

Routine inspections made of such establishments revealed standards of 
hygiene to be generally satisfactory, it is to be regretted however that due 
to pressure of other works the number of inspections made to such premises was 
far below that to be desired. 


(bo) Ice-Cream 


No premises within the district are registered for the manufacture of 
Ice-Cream. 


Twenty-four premises are registered under the Food and Drugs Act for the 
storage and sale of ice-cream, in the majority of cases the ice-cream sold 
is "pre-wrapped" but there now appears to be a growing tendency to meet the 
demand for 'soft' or 'loose' ice-cream and in such cases far greater attention 
has to be paid to standards of hygiene. 


Meat and other Foods 


Two slaughterhouses in Dulverton are licensed and were used throughout 
the year. The ownership of one butcher's shop in Dulverton changed hands 
during the early part of the year and whereas previously all meat for this 
shop was kibled outside the district and brought in, all meat is now killed 
locally and consequently increased the amount of time required to be devoted 
to meat inspection and the total number of carcases inspected amounted to 
1153 as compared with 639 in 1964.

INFECTIOUS DISEASES 
No serious outbreaks of any infectiogs diseas were notified during the year. 
Betailed investigations made following notification of two cases of food 


poisoning revealed the cause to be a tin of ox tomgue infected by Staphlycoccal 
fureas organisms. Steps were taken to prevent further outbreaks. 


A nugber of enquiries were made following reports of Salmonella infections 
in calves ~ there was no evidence however of any human infection. 
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RODENT CONTROL 


The Council continued to employ a full time Rodent Operator throughout 
the year who apart from carrying out treatments at various properties as 
required also made the statutory surveys as required by the Prevention of Damage 
of Pests Act. 


The Policy of treating dwelling houses free of charge and business premises 
at cost price remain unchanged. Agricultural contracts were also continued 
and at the end of the year 87 contracts were being undertaken.
